The bamwas-filled to the roof with 
hay and so quickly did the flames gain 
headway that It was Impossible to lib- 
erate any of the live stock In the 
structure. 

The farm is at present occupied by 
Simon Ames and Rollo Worth and the 
loss of the personal property falls upon 
them, while the loss of the building will 
fall upon Mr. Webb. 

Almost as soon as the flames had lit 
the sky the entire population of the 
neighborhood was at the scene and the 
volunteer fire fighters were kept,pretty 
busy in the efforts to save the' house 
and.granery ahd fortunately they were 
successful although at times It did not 
seem possible.

The advantages to be obtained 
through the use of a silo for preservmg 
coarse fodder for the feeding of farm 
animals, may not be the same for each, 
individual case; but the poinU enumer- 
ated below will cover average condi- 
tions. 

1. The produce of an acre of land 
stored in a silo occupies less space than 
when stored In any other way. Hay in 
the mow takes three times the space 
and corn fodder stored In the same 
manner five times the same space, as 
the same quantity of food material 
placed in the silo. 

2. An acre of corn can be placed In 
the silo at less cost than the same quan* 
tity can be put up and cured as fodder. 
The storage of the corn crop in the silo 
makes it possible to clear the Ian 
completely and eariier and thusjfacili- 
tate the preparation of the land for 
seeding grass and fall grains. 

3. The use of silage enables one to 
feed more economically than by the use 
of dry roughage. 

4. The use of a silo makes it possi-

People 
In tho east do not care particularly, but out west apecle payment la BtlU 
exacted and down south the big dollars are wanted for paying laborers, who 
demand them, knowing that they are not counterfeits; that' they "feel 
good." and !'wUl not burn up, If placed under the cabin floor and the cabin 
Durna down." . , ,' ,.

KEEPING DI RT OU T OF MILK 

Covering Opening of Pad With Cheese 

Cloth Will Effectually Keep For- 

eign Substances Out

U has been discovered by Invcs- 
tlgatora that tho number of bacteria 
In milk drawn before' the feeding was 
done was In each case much smaller 
than In tho milk drawn after feeding. 
In some cases the dlfterence waa very 
striking.

Often tho different kinds of solle are .

It is not always profitable ta ot- ' 
tempt a perennial crop on soil that | 
is hard to work* and Irrigate— the ! 
yield Is usually low. due to tho re- ^ 
slstanco to root development and' 
scarcity, of ■ plant food; also to the 
shallow depth of tho Irrigation which 
In turn causes the root system to de- 
velop near the surface and make the 
^crop susceptible to drought. . i 

Deep plowing, with a Jlberal appll- 
cation of manure or straw, will bo 
found beneficial. The decay of the > 
organic matter will leave the sol! ' 
more or lees porous and allow the 
moisture acctas to the lower soil; 
root development will be more com- 
plete and the crop will stand drought 
better. 

The cultivation of sugar beets on 
hard soil will, if properly handled, 
brfng the field eventually Into proper 
tilth. Furrow, irrigation will not al- 
low the soil to bake; deep cultivation 
of the crop Will be found beneficial; 
the tap root of the beet will have a 
tendency to open u^ the soH below 
the plow sole; the decayed tat» root 
after harvest will leavo the lower 
soil more or less- porous, and hence 
Increase the capacity of the soil for 
■the storage of molstlire.

I resolved to take 
a rest while I 
could, and have a 
good time. Dur- 
ing my three 
months' stay In 
tho French capi- 
tal, I met with 
many adventures* 
most of them tho 
result of my im- 
perfect acnualnt- 
ance with the lan- 
guage, and many 
of them ending In 
a mutnal explana- 
tion and a good- 
humored laugh;

I in the Education and Development of the Young People 

I By A. A. JOHNSON 
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BubmUtod to tho governor .of Wlscoa- 
Bln, January, 1901. Tho Report cov- 
ered tho work dono !n Bocondary agrl- 
culturnl education In tho various etatca 
of tho Union, also different countrtea 
in Europe. At tho conoluelon of this 
report, Dr. Harvey, the commisfllonor, 
rocommendod that, through leglBlatlvo 
enactment, authority be given tho 
county boardfl of BUpervlBora to ostab- 
llsli and maintain schoolB, toboUnowu 
BB county Bchools. for Instruction la 
agriculture and domestic economy, and' 
that state atd bo given to these echools 
when organized and established on a 
basis to be approved by state au- 
thority. ' 

Ho also recommcndod a course of 
study that ho considered mostBUltablo 
for tlioso schoolB. The leglslaturo of 
1901 passed a law embodying tho re- 
commendations of Dr. Harvey, and 
permitted the establishment of two 
schools. This law has since been 
amended to permit tho establishment 
of ten schools. Those schools are frco

plan" for building an Ice house which 
bf^ been used by a*number^of farmers; 
Mako an excavation thnJofeet deep 
and i2 by 12 feet. WaU this up 
with brick or cement blocks, letting 
the wall extend two feet above tho 
ground. Dig a trench and put In a 
tile drain. Now put up the housei 
using two by ten studding ten. feet 
long for the walls. Place the atud- 
dlng two feet apart. Then board up 
the building Inside and, out. A cheap 
grade of lumber may be used tor in- 
sldo work . A hollow space ten Inches 
wide wUl be left In the walla, and this 
should be filled with sawdust. Straw, 
la not good for thlc^-purposo, and. 
should not' be used. , Either -shlnglo 
or felt roofing may bb' used for cover- 
ing, but one should be; certain to get 
the roof high enough, so that he will, 
not strike his head when putting In 
the Ice. The door to Ice house should 
, be two feet eight Inches" by six feet 
eight Inches or close to these dimen- 
sion. Cleats should bo;nalIed to the 
Inner and outer edges of the door fac- 
ing to hold ends of boards that may 
be slipped In and aa.wduat tamped 
down between them. - Put coarse, 
cinders over the floor, of tee bouse 
and cover them with eight Inches of 
sawdust.^ Now the house Is; ready for 
t^Ll Ice. Cut the cakes of Ice ' *the 
size to fit your Ice box or refrigerator,
